Isrilti) and Ihe fiisl man lhe\ nii'l in- 
suited tlieni liy nsKinf; iIhmii if Ihcy 
were ofllco-lmnlcis rciiii ning from 
Washington, .liimis resented this 
iudlynlty by knneking tliu ollunder 
down, for wliiob he.'>yaa arrested I'or 
assault and batterjr; When he gut 
nut of this dinicully Ilia partner had 
I'orsakun hiin and liA found himself 
onco inoro IriKiuliess nnd niono in a 
strange laud, llisiirsl iMiilei'laUiii;r 
after gelling released was to hunt up 
the man who had caused his arrest 
and take his rovciigc. He succeeded 
ill lindiiii; him and aflcr scilln<; liiu 
to tt lirick-kilii wliicli he owned, he 
lied tu Oinciniiuti and tiugan life as a 
prize lighter, lie was not siicocsslul 
in this calling aud in bis Urst encoun- 
ter was knocked out of the ring nnd 
oouclndcd tu slay out. Jlo accord- 
iii-jly ilulerniined to return lo Keii- 
tiii ky on the nc.\t train. Wiiun he 
rouclied the depot ho rel'iised to ridu 
on the train on account of a misiiiidur- 
standiiig with the conductor and so 
sol out on foot. Uoaidiini"; Lonisvillo 
lie onco more struck out for hiiiiBcIf 
and secured a job as condiicior oil a 
Hired car line. This proved to he 
the Uirning point in our liero's lifu 
and be made money from the very 
start and at the end of the lirsl year 
wns able to buy out the line, wiiicli, 
strange lo say, was in a stale of in- 
solvency. Another year's prolils 
made him weiillhy nnij lie i|iii! this 
vacalioii and went into the clothing 
business, which he had engaged in 
In Ireland years bolbro ' for a few 
liours. Soon uflcrwards ho removed to 
this city and began lo grow up willi 
the town and became n full pledged 
Kentucky Colonel. 

Col. I'oye's career in this city has 
been honorable and successful and no 
one would dream that he is a reform- 
ed prize-flgliter. During his rosi- 
donce In IIopklnsTiilo bo has proven 
his great worth as a citizen.

Such souls orphan iheinsclves by 
slintliiig out their l''alln r. 

On tho oilier hand there are a good 
many who make* sad iiiistakoat the 
other exli-emo. They lliiiik that if 
lliey are in need and pray eariieslly 
lhal whatever they ask will bo f'urtli- 
cottiin;.'. that ii(td is in some way 
pioprielor iil.aii exiianstless general 
inercliandise store where are shelves 
(>( canned goods aud shoes and dresses 
and hams and barrels of flour and 
metllclnes and tools.

friends and food ? Nol that is not for 
iliein as material things lo be given 
n* directly, (iud does not make 
friends to order, or keep ou hand a 
supply' ofcloilios that he may select 
the right number when the naked 
cry unto him. 

Wiiat a lad desth was that rcporiod. 
in the Louisville papers last week. 1' 
ix-fer to the young woman who delib- 
erately went out and above Hie city 
Willi a lixed determination to destroy 
ife. .She del lieratelv wadiid out 
Into Ihe riven ii I piiineil acjloiol'onn- 
ed towel about Iter lieatt- and stood 
until becoming uucOllscioussank into 
the water. Did yon read the idler 
sliu IV-fi in iicr room? Such words I 
iiavu never read before^ She wrote 
lliat tlie llibiu was false and Uod un- 
willing or unable to help tho helpless. 
She had pi-ayed and prayed earnestly 
but no answer came. Poor young 
woman, so licaiiliful, so cultured, so 
luisUkeii. She carrii'd her suri'oiind- 
iugs to (lod and not herself. I'raycd 
lhal Ihuy might be adjusted lo her 
ideas and wislios, aud not that she 
might be mado content with her 
iiumble sphere ; that slie might receive 
friends, and itieans andcungenial ein- 
plo\ lueiii, iiiid not that huniilitv and 
slrenglli niiglil be given lior lo do 
the bumble but honorable work of- 
fered. Ooil had no high up vacant 
places, no ready made frienils lo he- 
slow. The.se must be earned. There 
was oll'ui'ed her the posltiuii of coin- 
pauioii to llio nioliicr of one of Louis- 
ville's wealthiest and must generous 
liristiaii citizens ; liere seemed to lie 
tho opportunity uf making the liesC' 
aud ablest of friends, a direct answer, 
perhaps, tu her faulty prayer.

Coni- 
niits liiinself and asks lo be lifted up 
lo noblo manhood. And as ho prays 
his unrest grows and his longiii<'s 
lake slinpe, his will turns lu iron. He 
prays on and he become), consciuns of 
Ireiiitlli, the curlaiii of Ihe future 
parts and lie sees Ihe possibilities be- 
luru him, hope springs into life. He 
walks away erect, his eyes sparkle 
and snap, his lips are pressed hard 
against each oilier. Hack he liirnsto 
his dally task Hinging aside every ox 
Iravaiiant and idle habit and doubles 
( he force of every stroke and quickens 
every movcmeul. lie is promoleil, 
his wages are doubled. With his 
hoarded evenings he eiilers college, 
deserves friends and lielp and lln-y 
are offered ; lie wins tlio honors, and 
tu his valedictory applause uclioes to 
itself. Positions, wealth, lioiiors, use 
f'ulnuss, allure within Ids reaith and he 
lays his hand u|>on them. Ills prayoi-s 
are answered, they wore answered 
years ngo.

.\dmlral W. T- Boxton, of the Eng 

lish navy, was seen by a Tribunt xn 
porter at the Viotoria Hotel recently. 
Un being aaleed abont India, whore ht 
has sen-eil fer many years, he said: 

"India! Wbat'shall I tell you abou! 
India? It Is a prodigious country, 
with a pppulatlQft of about two hua- 
dred and forty million, of which ini' 
inenso number the Valley of the Gancu.- 
alone snpporta ninety million. Wn 
have aliont tifty thousand British troop" 
thrri . r:iihiT less than is requin d ;c 
111 .11 iiider in Paris. Then there 
arc ahiiiit uno hundred and cijjhly 
thousaiul native troops, a large psirt ol 
whom, however, are usccl foe police 
duty." 

"What is the character of the Inhab- 

tanU?" 

"That is such a generolqnestion that 
it is dillieult to answer. The popiihi- 
tii)n is divided ihto nnmoroii" trilies 
and religions. Tho people nuige from 
comI black in color to a shade about ns 
H'lrk as the Average Spanianl. I think 
tiiPy arc as laithfiil as can be expecti'd 
of ai;y euniiiicriMl jteuplc. but tliev are 
used ti> beiug coU4Uured. Fruui t'.iue 
inmiemorial they. have been ruled by a 
strong hand; in fact, that Is the only 
way llii'y ean be riili il. Do I th'uk 
llia't we will stay tlicrci' Yes, unless 
iln- Ku-.sians lirecil .-iich iliMsensionsand 
p'\ oliitious that we will have Io go.

We Imvo 
or can produce the raw Bintorial in 
abnnilanee on the spot, uud from ten 
to twelvi' cents a day we have the best 
iielp in llic world. I'lie Imnds of the 
Hindus are twice as supple and dull- 
cat as the hands of an American or of 
an Englishman. Besides that ne have 
a lionieuiai'ket. The product of some 
of the hand looms Is so line and expen- 
sive that Europeans ean not alVonl to 
use it, aud it is cuusumgd o.\elusively 
by the native prtnees and country gun- 
tlenieh. You overlook the tact that 
tlii're is a large class of the hitl'T living 
on vast estati-,, willi wliolr viiliagc- 
trihutary to tliem. men who have never 
seen an Englishman and who never 
want to, keeping up grcM studs ut 
splendid horses, living. In fact, as rich 
men o( leisure do tho world over. In 
my opinion, unless some extraonliiiary 
(i.,tiirtiaiii-e arises, India will hccoiiii' a 
, IT. oils eoni|M'tilor to England and to 
ihe United States in manufaetnres. 
India fornv^rly had n groat industry, 
little known, however, now, that died 
out with the advent of iron ships— that 
is, .shipbuihling. Formerly son]0 of the 
liniisrspiiCimensot' nival arehltuctUri! 
the world has bver seen were ttirnnd 
out of India. For a long lime onr 
(iovernmont" launched nn eighty-gim 
frgato every three years from the 
yards at Uombqr;- These ships wi re 
built of teak, the best Woodior the 
purpose in existf'nce. It is so hard 
that 1 have seen a large bolt so liriiilv 
inilicitilcd in a ))iece of a ship that hai! 
lii'i'ii in the water for forty years tlcil 
it had lo be blown out by gunpowder. 
If then ever should bo a revival ol 
wooden 'Shipbuilding, Bombay, with its 
millions of inhabitants, wiU N'ft.place 
of very great tuportanoe. "-^ii; y.

-Mllli, wliili' be was hilling in 
cliurcli at KIkloii his timniii began (o 
pain liim and grew so painful (hat 
he left church and wont lioine. On 
Monday (he pain extended op the 
arm and through the chest and uii- 
ml*t«kabIo *ign« of hydropliobia be- 
gan to appear. He found it impos- 
sible lo swallow and convulsions 
commenced and grew in violence and 
frequency. On Wednesday niorning 
Mr. Bailey reali/ing his (rouditioii 
made ills will, and prepared to dio 
He grow ra|ildly worse and during 
his spasms Wednesday night it took 
six sti'iHi<; men to liold liliii and they 
found il necessary to tie liliii with 
ropes. lielweeii llie>o spells lliere 
were lucid iiilervals iliiiinj; wliicli 
the poor man piuyid in die. lie 
lived through the day Thursday and 
expired in (hv evening In one of hi* 
horrible convniMions. 

Mr, llailcy was about 30 years old 
aud leave* a wife, but no children, 
lie waa attended by Dr. 3. A. Tonng, 
of (his city.

graph pole to anptjicj- when I llrst 
saw him. The whistle sounded. The 
train was bearing dcvu grade just 
below a curve.
